No turn on red...arrow

WILMING’ TON - Don’t plan 
on making a right-hand turn on 
the red arrow at Wilmington 
Center. Wilmington Police are 
cracking down. 

Patrolman Ronald Alpers has 
stopped 50 motorists or more 
for the violation, though he has 
not issued nearly that many 
citations. 


“We are enforcing the no turn 
on a red arrow regulation,” 
Alpers said. “At this point our 
primary goal is to educate the 
public.” 

According to Alpers, a right 
turn while a traffic signal 
exhibits a red directional arrow 
is a violation whether a No 
Turn On Red sign exists or not 

Some information available to 


the general public, however, 
does not necessarily corre- 
spond. According to Chapter 4 
of Massachusetts Registry of 
Motor Vehicles’ _Driver’s 
Manual, “A steady red arrow 
means the same as a steady 
red, circular signal.” The man- 
ual further states, “The same 
rules for ‘turning on red’

A “Hero of the Storm” 


Fisherman saved at sea thanks to the bravery of 
peel Brian Wetzler

WILMINGTOD Lt. 
Commander Brian Wetzler, a 
198- graduate of Wilmington 
High School, has recently been 
named one of the nation’s top 
“Heroes of the Storm” as part 
ofthe Weather Channel’s televi- 
sion series, “Storm Stories.” 
“In-January 2002, Wetzler, a 
helicopter pilot for the United 
States Coast Guard, and his 
crew performed a hair-raising 
rescue at sea 

The Mediterranean II, a fish- 
ing boat with a crew of six, was 
50. miles off of the coast of 
North Carolina when it was 
caught by a winter storm of 50 
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mile an hour winds, snow, and 
seas running at 15 to 20 feet. 

Without warning, the boat 
was slammed by a three-story 
high wave. The rogue wave 
completely shattered the boat’s 
steering house and wiped out 
all of the electronics. With no 
steering and no way to radio for 
help, the Mediterranean II was 
left floundering in the storm. 
Their only hope for survival 
was left to the boat’s 
Emergency Position Indicating 
Radio Beacon (EPIRB). 

The signal produced by an 
EPIRB contains an embedded 
serial number to let the Coast 
Guard know who owns the boat 
in distress, It also transmits 
the exact location of the radio 
through a Global Positioning 
System (GPS). The signal suc- 
cessfully reached the Coast 
Guard and that’s when Wetzler 
got the call. 

Wetzler and his two man crew 
were already in the air and 
were heading back to shore in 
their HH-65 Dolphin rescue 
helicopter when the call came 


in. Their fuel was low, but they 
were, by far, the closest team to 
the scene. 

When Wetzler made visual 
contact with the Mediterranean 
Il, he saw the crew up on the 
stern wearing survival suits. 

“They. were in trouble,” 
Wetzler said. “It looked like the 
boat might be going into the 
water. One more good sized 
wave and it would have cap- 
sized.” 

Wetzler needed to communi- 
cate with the crew. Hovering 
above, trying to lower a radio to 
the crew as the boat was tossed 
back and forth over the violent 
seas proved extremely difficult. 

“What it did illustrate,” 
Wetzler said, “was that it would 
be impossible to hoist the crew 
off of the boat. It was tough 
enough to get a small radio to 
them.” 

The only choice remaining 
was to have the crew of the 
Mediterranean II jump, one at 
a time, toa rescue swimmer 
from Wetzler’s helicopter.

Wilmington Police 
Department warns residents 
about “Gypsy Scam Activity” 


Springtime is typically one of 
the periods when police agen- 
cies receive increased reports 
of what is called “gypsy activi- 
ty". The police community 
refers to gypsies as roving 
bands of individuals who travel 
the country, staying in areas for 
a short period of time. They 
tend to target older individuals 
by convincing them they work 
for the water department, utili- 
ty company or repair service. 
They frequently use a ruse of 
checking the water pipes or 
meter, they may speak about 
doing roof repairs, driveway 
seal coating or paving. Once 
they talk their way into your 
house they may attempt to 
divert your attention while 
another person sneaks into a 
bedroom to look for money or 
jewelry. 

Last week in Arlington a man 
claiming to work for the Cable 
Company told a homeowner 
that he owed a $75.00 cable TV 
bill. In Chelmsford a man paid 
$4,500 to have his driveway seal- 
coated, in Belmont a woman 
walked into a house “looking for 
her little white dog” and three 
people were seen inside a 
Winchester Church in the mid- 
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dle of a weekday without expla- 
nation. 

The gypsy population is gen- 
erally not violent however they 
can be verbally forceful in try- 
ing to convince somebody that 
they are owed money. A good 
habit to practice is to “never let 
strangers into your house”. Call 
the police department if you 
believe that you have been the 
target of this activity. Your call 
might prevent someone else 
from becoming a victim. If you 


are not sure if a person works * 


for a utility company ask them 
for an identification card. 

Also, as a reminder, never 
provide personal information 
over the telephone. Do not pro- 
vide social security numbers, 
bank account numbers or cred- 
it card numbers to anyone 
whom you do not know. 

Attentive neighbors can fre- 
quently prevent crime from 
occurring in neighborhoods. 
Suspicious cars and people 
walking though neighborhoods 
are often the source of illegal 
activity. A call to the Police 
Department or to 911 might 
save you or one of your neigh- 
bors from becoming a victim.

Tewksbury Public Library's 
Online Resource of the Month: 
NoveList Database 

Does this situation sound 
familiar? You've read the 
Robert Langdon series (so far), 
James Patterson is not due out 
with a new book for several 
months, and you can’t decide 
what to read next. If you have 
ever been in a situation like 
this, then the Tewksbury Public 
Library can help. This month’s 
Tewksbury Public Library fea- 
tured database is NoveList. 
NoveList is a database of over 
125,000 fiction titles that lets 
you use your favorite author or 
title to link to other books you 
might enjoy. 

NoveList works like this: You 
choose to search either by your 
favorite author or your favorite 
title. Do a search, and you will 
see a web page where you can 
click on a title link to find more 
detailed book information, 
including a summary of the 
book and book reviews, Next, 
click on the “find similar 
books" button above the book 
jacket. You will be asked to 
check off subject headings that 
interest you. Once you have 
created your list, simply click 
on the search button to view 
your results. If it’s a long list of 
results you may wish to sort 
them by popularity or publica- 
tion date (the default sort is rel- 
evance). 

Have you found a favorite 
series but aren’t sure of the 
sequence of the titles? Under 
the search database tab, click 
on the find a series name link. 
Try a search, and your series 
will be returned in series order 
with sequence numbers for 
each title. 

Another great feature of 
NoveList is the browse lists sec- 
tion. If you would rather browse 
through a list of award winning 
titles, or explore fiction by 
genre such as fantasy, mystery, 
romance or science fiction 
NoveList has a section on its 
database to do this also. 

Looking for a book for your 
next book group meeting? 
NoveL.ist has a section for read- 
ers which includes book discus- 
sion guides, author read-alikes 
and annotated book lists. The 
book discussion guides contain 
a brief author biography, plot 
summary and discussion ques- 
tions with answers. 

Perhaps the best feature 
about NoveList is that it is con- 
nected to the Tewksbury Public

Library catalog. So once you 
find that next book to read in 
NoveList, click on the check the 
library catalog link on the left 
side of the page to see if it is on 
the shelf at the Tewksbury 
Library. If it is not available or 
we do not-own the title, cliek on 
the other locations button to see 
which MVLC libraries have the 
book in, or click on the 

item button to have the book 
sent to the Tewksbury Library. 
You won't need to commit 
author and title to memory, or 
even jot it down! 

If you love reading, then 
NoveList can be a very fun 
database to explore from your 
home computer or one at the 
Library. From your home eom- 
puter simply go to www.tewks- 
buryplorg, click on online 
databases, select NoveList from 
the drop down menu, click on 
the home link, enter your 
library card and login. Click on 
the start button to enter’ the 
database! ,

Online bookseller Powells.com 
is worth a visit, With a huge 
selection of new, used and rare 
books, all surrounded by value- 
added content, Powell’s is prov- 
ing that Amazon.com is not the 
only game in town. Whether 
shopping or just looking for 
what to request next from the 
library, this site lets you browse 
more than 200 sections, which 
are helpfully subdivided. For 
example, Humor has over 30 
sub-sections, from Alternative 
Comics to Wordplay. The best 
feature on powells.com is, the 
daily book reviews section, 
which compiles reviews from 
such sources as The Atlantic 
Monthly, Esquire, Salon.com, 
The New Republic and Poets & 
Writers. In addition, several of 
these featured publications 
"host" certain genre sections on 
Powell’s, which contain further 
recommendations and content. 
Once you click on a book title, 
you'll find summaries, several 
editorial review excerpts-and 
the occasional book excerpt. 
While you're there, don’t miss 
the outstanding author ihter- 
views. This section features 
interviews with dozens of 
prominent writers from a wide 
range of genres and interests 
(lan McEwan, Alexandra 
Fuller, and John Irving, just to 
name a few). For the avid read- 
er, this website may be book- 
mark-worthy.

BOSTON - A Lawrence man was 
convicted Thursday by a federal 
trial jury of conspiring to distribute 
more than a kilogram of heroin and 
of distributing heroin that resulted 
in the death of a Woburn man. 

Luis De La Cruz, 23, of Union 
Street, Lawrence was convicted by 
a jury sitting before U.S, District 
Judge Robert E. Keeton of conspir- 
ing to distribute more than a kilo- 
gram of heroin that resulted in a 
heroin overdose death. 

Evidence presented during the ten 
day trial proved that between July, 
1999 and March 2001, De La Cruz 
participated in a conspiracy to dis-

tribute heroin northern 
Massachusetts. 
‘The jury found that the conspira- 


tors had distributed more than a 
kilogram of heroin. Evidence also 


proved that, on March 8, 2001, De La 
Cruz distributed heroin that result- 
ed in the heroin overdose death of 
Bryan Wallace, a 2l-year old 
Woburn man.

Fisherman saved at sea thanks to the bravery of 


Wilmington’s Brian Wetzler

“Wetzler and his crew success- 
fully pulled three of the crew 
“olit of danger, but by then the 
fyel level had reached a critical 
‘evel.

Wetzler was forced to 
make a gut-wrenching decision. 

“We knew from the beginning 
that we weren’t going to have 
time to get everyone,” said 
Wetzler, “but having to leave 
people there; that is what I still 
think about the most. It goes 
against everything we are 
trained to do.” 

Another rescue helicopter was 
well on the way to the scene to 
take over for Wetzler’s crew, 
but there was a gap in cover- 


age. 

The second helicopter arrived 
and the remaining three fisher- 
men were rescued from the 
doomed Mediterranean II, 
which now rests on the floor of 
the Atlantic Ocean. All six fish- 
ermen made it home safely and 
soundly. 

“These men risk their lives 
and we're here to make sure 
they can get home to their fam- 
ilies,” Wetzler said. 

The rescue made national 
headlines and was first fea- 
tured on Storm Stories in 2003. 
The Weather Channel featured 


») 


it again in April 2005, along 
with several other dramatic 
rescues, on a special edition of 
“Heroes of the Storm.” 

Wetzler received appointed to 
the United States Naval 
Academy at Annapolis immedi- 
ately following high school. He 
then spent two years in the 
United States Navy before 
transferring to the Coast 
Guard. At that time, the Navy 
was cutting down on helicopter 
pilots and Wetzler wasn’t ready 
to step out from under the 
blades. 

He now lives and works in 
Washington D.C. in the Office 
of Aviation Forces, which he 
describes as the Coast Guard’s 
version of the Pentagon. It 
wasn’t easy for him to accept a 
desk job, but it is a necessary 
step in order to move up in the 
chain of command. 

“They want you to see the big 
picture, to see how everything 
fits together,” Wetzler said. 

He expects to be back in the 
thick of the action again within 
the next couple of years.

Twins bring big bats, friendship to the diamond

Before Monday night’s game 
began, Katie Martell wouldn’t 
reveal the actual sign, but the 
first baseman said that she had 
a secret “Martell code” with 
her sister Julie, the team’s 
catcher, for an attempted pick- 
off play. While Katie admitted 
that the play hasn’t worked that 
often, it’s probably the closest 
thing to her heart when she 
thinks the memories on the dia- 
mond with her twin sister. 

In the top of the sixth inning 
of a 41 game in favor of the 
Wildcats, the Martell sisters 
were able to give each other a 
secret sign. Masconomet had 
runners at first and second 
with two out and with its third 
batter up in the order, Julie 
took a fastball to the outside 
corner from the arm of junior 
pitcher Cathy Sheerin. Quickly, 
Julie moved to her right, and in 
one motion she fired the ball 
down to first base. Katie caught 
the ball and when she looked up 
to apply the tag, she noticed the 
Masconomet runner was a few 
steps off the bag. The runner 
easily froze up with no move- 
ment, knowing she was a dead 
duck, Katie applied the tag for 
the huge out. And the ‘Cats 
escaped that inning of trouble 
and went on to win the game by 
the same score, and capture the 
team’s 11th win in 15 games. 

Katie is a senior, two-sport 
athlete. She was one of the cap- 
tains on the girls hockey team, 
which won its second straight 
Cape North League title. She’s 
also been a member of the soft- 
ball team now for the past three 
years, including being a part of 
two Cape Ann League titles. 
She ranks 15th in her class, is 
the President of the Band, play- 
ing trumbone, and is a member 
of the SADD and Drama Clubs. 

Julie on the other hand is 
obviously also a senior. She’s a 


three-sport athlete. She back in 
the backfield on the field hock- 
ey team which struggled to get 
victories this season. But dur- 
ing the winter, Julie completed 
her fifth season as the girls 
hockey team’s goalie, being a 
two-time Lowell Sun First Team 
selection, as well as an all- 
league player. 

Then during the spring sea- 
son, she’s been the softball 
team’s catcher, after playing 
second base last year. She bats 
clean-up for the team that’s 
sporting an 11-4 record. 

In addition to her three sports, 
Julie is also in the same three 
clubs Katie is in, but plays the 
trumpet. Julie ranks 34th in her 
class. 

While the two of them have a 
lot of similarities, they are also 
very different. Katie checks in 
15 seconds older than her 
younger sister, but realizes that 
in a few weeks, the high school 
playing days will be over. She’ll 
no longer have that secret 
Martell code for attempted 
pick-off plays, and she'll no 
longer have a sister to give a 
high five too after smacking a 
line drive to the outfield. 

“We have never spent time 
apart,” said Katie. “We've been 
on the same teams since we 
were six, so for the past 12 
years we've always been togeth- 
er. But I’m going to the 
University of Southern Maine 
and she's going to Bridgewater 
College, so that’s going to be 
the first time we’ve ever been a 
part. So now we're just trying 
to enjoy the time together.” 

That they always seem to do 
even if it's from a distance. 

“T like playing with Julie more 
in softball than hockey because 
I didn’t play much in hockey so 
all I did was cheer Julie on 
from the bench,” said Katie 
with a laugh. 

The two are always together 
on.and off the softball field and 
on and off the ice hockey rink. 


They share a lot of laughs, but 
most importantly they are 
great friends. Although both of 
them realize they have much 
different personalities, they 
also acknowledge how much 
they are alike. 

“Katie’s awesome,” said Julie. 
“Playing together on teams is 
great. I like it a lot. We're twins 
so do so much together but our 
personalities are totally differ- 
ent. She’s more outgoing and 
loud. I’m quiet and shy. If you 
didn’t know us no one would 
think we were twins. But I think 
it’s good that we have different 
personalities. If she was exactly 
the same as me, I would get 
sick of her.” 

The sisters are the lone two 
children in the family. They 
both admit that they have gone 
through their shares of sister 
battles, but through the high 
school years of getting older 
and more mature, they both 
know that while they might be 
apart in a few months, their 
bond is stronger than ever. 

“Julie is just awesome,” said 
Katie. “We have had our down 
moments like all sisters, but I 
think being older now and 
knowing that we will be apart 
makes us realize what we have. 
She's so loyal. It’s always about 
us first or the team first, it's 
never about her. It’s really nice 
having her here (on the softball 
team) with me.” 

Head coach Bob Surran said 
right now through this season 
both girls are batting around 
.325 but said usually they come 
on very strong towards the end 
of the season when it counts. 
Last year both girls had terrific 
games in the 18-inning two-day 
state tournament-oss to'Triton, 
belting several big extra base 
hits in the gaps. Both of them 
have been batting third and 
fourth for the team all season 
driving in teammates such as 
Katie Cole and Lani Cabral- 
Pini, the two table setters.

“Katie didn’t have the best 
night tonight swinging the bat 
but if it’s not one, it’s the other 
who comes through for us,” 
said Surran, after Monday’s 
win. “Lately Julie has been 
swinging the hot bat. They are 
both seasoned players, who 
play a lot of summer league 
ball. They are both very steady 
influences and they come out 
and play well every time. They 
are great kids to have on a 
team. 

“They are both good hitters, 
Last year Julie hit 377 and 
Katie hit just over .350. They 
were both consistent with the 
bat. Julie has played a number 
of -positions- for-us.-Now- she’s 
come in as our catcher and last 
year I think she had a vision 
problem and that’s why she 
struggled so we moved her to 
second. This year she’s doing a 
very nice job as the catcher. 


“And the big thing with Katie 
over at first is the infielders are 
not afraid to throw the ball. I 
can't think of one ball that’s 
gotten by her this season. She 
steps off the base when she 
should and she scoops the ball 
very well. The confidence that 
the rest of the infielders can 
make their throws and not 
worry about them is a very 
important thing because Katie 
is there to catch them.” 

With just a handful of regular 
season games left before their 
last state tournament comes, 
both Katie and Julie believe 
that this year’s team can cer- 
tainly make some noise in the 
post season-if and only they 
play as a team, and come ready 
and focused. 

But while the games might be 
ticking down in their respective 
athletic careers, the memories 
for each of them keep adding 


up which is what they want to 
keep forever, especially before 
heading off to college. 

“I'm going to miss having 
(Julie) around, driving her 
everywhere,” said Katie. “I’m 
not going to have that anymore 
and that’s sad.” 

But while in college there's a 
chance of the two meeting up 
again. 

“I will really miss her,” said 
Julie. “I've never done anything 
without her. But there’s a 
chance that we could play 
against each other (in softball) 
I think that would be awesome 
because I’ve never played 
against her before.” 

And-maybe-then, it could be 
Julie who has a secret code 
with her new first baseman as 
they try to pick off Katie, who 
might have taken too big of a 
lead.

and 2003, the team went to the 
North sectional final.

NORTH READING 
Jonathan Bird lives in a dif- 
ferent world teaming with 
mammals, fish and occasion- 
ally dangerous predators like 
the 30 gray reef sharks that 
came after him the first time 
he went to Kwajalein Atoll to 
make a film about sharks for 
the Public Broadcasting 
System. 

Jonathan, an award-win- 
ning cinematographer, says, 
“I got into the water before 
the rest of the (diving) crew, 
and had about 30 gray reef 
sharks coming at me.” After

that frightening experience 
the North Reading resident 
has more respect for sharks, 
spotted moray eels and other 
marine creatures he encoun- 
ters in his underwater film- 
ing dives. 

The man who is also a 
“shade tree mechanic” who 
tinkers with his vintage 
sports cars, says “I have two 
parts of my underwater life. 
The Oceanographic 
Research Group, Inc. is a 
non profit which began in 
1990 and is sort of an outlet 
for my stuff that is educa- 
tional. It has 12 educational 
films that are designed as 
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educational tools, plus a web- 
site with more than 1,000,000 
hits. 

The educational films and 
website are mostly for ele- 
mentary schools and are 
geared toward younger stu- 
dents. The goal (of ORG) is 
to get the public to save the 
oceans, not to make money. I 
founded ORG and my person- 
al company is called 
Jonathan Bird Productions 
which is a sole proprietor- 
ship. I do underwater film 
making and still photogra- 
phy. I travel around the 
world making films, and I 
restrict myself to my area of 
specialty-underwater photog- 
raphy 

PBS. (Public Broadcast- 
ing System) bought my films 
on sharks; films I made on 
manatees and a World War II 
battle have international 
release. I’m producing a film 
now for National Geographic 
Television, “Sharks of The 
Ocean Desert” which will be 
done in May or June. 

There is a world-wide 
market, 100 countries, for 
television these days.” 
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Where does Jonathan dive 
and is it dangerous? The 
energetic diver says, “All 
over the world; of course it 
can be dangerous. I don’t 
think it’s any more danger- 
ous than you're commuting 
to work. I worry more about 
my equipment. I don’t see 
my work as dangerous at all. 

Scuba diving is probably 
one of the safest recreational 
activities. A life insurance 
salesman called one day and 
asked me if I was a pilot or 
scuba diver? He said there is 
a surcharge for people in 
these occupations. I was 
angry. I asked him, “do you 
surcharge people who drive.” 

“Diving is pretty darned 
safe. If you look up the statis- 
tics on it. My dad still dives - 
he’s 62 or 63.” 

Working from home and 
before he got married creat- 
ed some interesting psycho- 
logical obstacles which 
Jonathan explores above 
water without a regulator, or 
air tank. 

The talented underwater 
diver says, “I used to talk a

"The proponent proposes 
to demolish approximately 
114,650 square feet of retail/ 
restaurant space, including 
the existing Ames 
Department Store, and re- 
construct the retail shopping 
center to include a 72,000 
square foot supermarket, 
10,880 square foot pharmacy 
with a drive through, and 
33,885 square feet of retail 
space," the Planning Board 
documents read,” notes the 
“Stoneham Independent.”

Gardening with 
poisonous plants 


As many as 50 million peo- 
ple develop an allergic rash 
each year, according to the 
American Academy of Derm- 
atology, after coming in con- 
tact with poison ivy, poison 
oak or poison sumac. 

“One or more of these nas- 
ty plants grow in every part 
of the United States except 
Hawaii, Alaska and some de- 
sert areas in the west,” expl- 
ained gardening expert Lance 
Walheim, author of Lawn Care 
for Dummies. 

These poison plants con- 
tain an oily ingredient called 
urushiol that creates an aller- 
gic reactions that include red- 
ness, bumps, blisters, itching 
and swelling. Scratching the 
rash can introduce bacteria 
into the open sores and cause 
a secondary bacterial infec- 
tion. And severe infections 
may product abscesses, enlar- 
ged glands or fever. 

There's several methods of 
exposure such as: 

* Direct contact - touching 
the sap of the toxic plant; 

* Indirect contact - touch- 
ing something or someone on 
which urushiol is present. The 
oil can stick to the fur of dogs 
and cats, to garden tools, sp- 
orts equipment or any other 
objects that have come into 
contact with it, including bark 
mulch; 

* Airborne contact - burn- 
ing poison plants can send 
urushiol particles into the air. 

When urushiol comes into 
contact with the skin, it be- 
gins to penetrate in minutes. 
Most commonly, reaction app- 
ears within 12 to 48 hours. 

Within a few days, the blis- 
ters become crusted over and 
they’ll take ten days or longer 
to heal. 

If you think you may have 
had a brush with poison ivy, 
sumac or oak, follow these 
simple steps: 

¢ Wash all exposed areas 
with soap and cold running 
water. 

¢ Wash your clothing in a 
washing machine with deter- 
gent. 

* Relieve the itching of 
mild rashes by taking cool 
showers or applying over-the- 
counter preparations. 

When it comes to avoiding 
these hassles, spotting poison 
plants and eradicating them 
is key.
